Geneaology 


Zachariah Hart (1733-1811) son of Hezekiah Hart & Martha Beckley. He married in 1758 to Abigail Smith 
Beckley (1737- 1765) daughter of Lt. Joseph Beckley & Mary Judd. They had children: Olive, Joseph, 
Zachariah, Caroline, Zachariah. She died in 1765 and is buried in Maple Cemetery. In 1766 Zachariah 
married to Sarah Parsons (1733-1813) daughter of Aaron Parsons & Sarah Carrington. They had 
children: Abigail, Sarah, Martha, Zenas, Submit. Zachariah was a Berlin Selectman 1790-91. They are 
buried in the Bridge Cemetery. 


Variant spellings of Given name are "Zachariah", "Zechariah", and "Zec". He married 1st Abigal at the 
Christian Lane [i.e. Kensington Congregational] Church; he and Abigail both from Kensington. He married 
2nd Sarah at Kensington Congregational Church; Sarah also from Kensington. He and Sarah had 11 
children. Sarah and Zacheriah were members of Berlin Congregational Church in 1775. He died at age 77 
years.

This house has a five-bay facade. The central, sidelit entry fea- 
tures a heavy paneled door and a plain trabeated surround with a 
molded cap. Windows are fitted with old 6-over-6 sash. Facade win- 
dows are paired and offset towards the corners; second-floor windows 
are located immediately under the eaves. The molded roof cornice 
shows a partial return at the front only. The left (south) elevation 
has an old side entry with a narrow molded surround. Both side ele- 
vations have small attic lights fitted with 6-over-6 sash. To the 
rear is an old cross-gabled extension and a modern garage addition. 


BUILDER 


HISTOR LOR ARCHITECTURAL IMPOR NCE 


This house is significant as a good surviving example of an 18th- 
century central chimney house. The plan and massing, ridge-parallel 
orientation, paired offset windows, and the side entry on the south 
elevation are all typical 18th-century features. Some of the 

finer detail is obscured by modern siding, but the form of the house 
and its lack of hewn overhangs make it likely that it was built in 
the last quarter of the 18th century. 


Little could be discovered of the 18th-century history of the house. 
A long-time 19th-century owner was Samuel Durand.
